The eanuidacy ot Mr. Tilden, and the

Here is a sad commentary on West 


Point, from the Evening Wisconsin: 
"The popular idea that the highest type 
of manliness ond unbending morality is 
to bo found among officers of the regular 
army, must be a delusion. 
Between 


March 1,1877, and January 1,1SS1, thirty 
officers were convicted on various charges 
and sentenced to dismissal from the army. 
But all the sentences wore set asido or 
commuted. 
Of the thirty [offenders 


"some were convicted of issuing false 
vouchers, others of drunkenness on duty, 
cruelty to enlisted men, selling pay ac- 
counts twice over, personal assults, and 
ot conduct unbecoming gentlemen." 


It is likely that tho "boys" will have

certainty of success. There are very few 
men ia tho democratic party who are 
counted leaders, who have any special 
love for Tileleu. But to the democratic 
party he is like tho Old Mau of the- Lea, 
&nd will not down, and tho only way is 
to take him, ciphers, Hendricks, feoblo 
health, bar'l and all. There are a great 
many democrats who would like to see 
Tilden nominated. They have a grudgo 
against him and it will afford them in- 
finite pleasure to see him go down in de- 
feat once more. There are others who 
are stirring up tho "old ticket" boom, 
who care nothing particularly about tho 
old man's health, but they feel glad 
that his bar'l is sound and in good con- 
dition. 


President Arthur talks of visiting Chi- 


cago this summer. He hasn't seen the 
town since ho made his trip to Janesville 
in 18C7 when he came hero on a pros- 
pecting tour. Ho wanted to find some 
pla^e in which to open a law office, but 
did not find a town to suit. Janesville 
was a little too small and then already 
over-stocked with young lawyers, and he 
didn't like the looks ot things in Chicago, 
and feoling discouraged ho returned to 
Now York, and now see what ho has come 
to. But he is uot to blame. 
He never 


sought the presidency and did not want 
to be mixed up with the ticket in 1880, 
but they pushed him forward, and in 
spite of what Ingersoll says, Mr. Arthur 
is doing spledidly, aod is one of the most 
accomplished gentlemen, aa well as one 
ot tho truest men that over occupied the 
white house. 


Mr. Stephen W. Horsey, the star route 


thief, has at last made public tho story 
concerning tho campaign of 1880 in which 
he charges tho late president Garfield 
with perfidy and treachery, and bargain- 
ing with Jay Gould and a New York syn 
dicato to carry that state foi the republi- 
cans. 
There is nothing now in the al- 


leged "bomb." It contains charges that 
were told and retold many times by dem- 
ocrats until they have lost interest, no 
one believing that there was a word of 
truth in them. Dorsey has been long 
promising this "remarkable expose" and 
quite naturally he wont to a democratic 
paper with it. It will be noticed that

.promised' memoranda 


that Dorsoy made whilu at his visit to 
Mentor, during the campaign of 'SO, aro 
given. He seems to bo particularly care 
fill to keep these from the public, and m 
tho language of tho Chicago Journal, 
"tho entire fabrication rests upon the 
word of Dorsey, unsubstantiated by a 
lino of written testimony pertinent to the 
charge which he has made and the issue 
as raised." 


The course Dorsey has taken stamps 


him as au unprincipalod wretch. His 
villiauies make him detested by all hon- 
orable men. His motive in taking to a 
democratic sheet his charges against 
dead president, especially when 
tho 


charges are false, will be despised by 
every man who has'any sort of regard for 
common decency. But Dorsey bas no 
respect for honor and places-no vahio 
or integrity in truth, "When ho stole 
several thousand dollars from the govern-

A DAY'S CRIME. 


Troy, Bfew York, Has a. Boom in 


Criminalities-Bad Eecord 


for Ono Day. 


TROY, N. Y., Juno 17.—Residents of this 


vicinity tiro becoming alarmed at tho fre- 
quency and boldness of crimes against par- 
sons and property. At Island park, a race 
course between Troy nnd Albany, au un- 
known man was killed by two revolver shots, 
fired at him from behind by an assailant of 
whom no traco has been discovered. Tho 
murdered man's pockets woro turned inside 
out and emptied. Ho was about CO years of 
ago, apparently a respectable mechanic, and, 
it is supposed, •wandered from Pleasure 
island, nn excursion resort. Two knives and 
a seven-shooter with every chamber full wero 
found bosido tho body. 
Tho locution of the 


wounds, either oS which was sufficient to 
Lave caused death, forbids any suspicion of 
suicide. 


A WIDOW ASSAULTED. 


A felonious assault was committed upon 


Catherine Teal, a -widow 70 years of ago, liv- 
ing in a hamlet called Orrsvillo, noai- this 
city. Sho was awakened by a man standing 
over her with a knife in his hand, and threat- 
ening to kill her if sho made an outcry. 
Tha 


woman, In her efforts to thwart tho fiend's 
purpose, was dreadfully injured. 
In the 


strife to free herself, both of hor hands were 
shockingly lacerated by tha knife. Hor left 
oyo Is shut and her face is scratched and cut 
in several places from the blows of her assail- 
ant.

book, wrenched It. from tho priest's hands, 
and toro tho cover at tho same time saying: ' '1 
nm greater than any 
priest, bishop, or 


cardinal, I am equal In power to tho popo. 
There is no priest In the country good 
enough to say moss, and I forbid them doing 
so." Tho sexton of tho church,- was called, 
who succeeded In getting tho lunatic Into the 
vestry-room, whoro ho'wos detained until a 
policeman arrived and took him in custody. 
Thero was no attempt at resistance or fur- 
ther violence, but wjtti a hrmdk'orchtef over 
his head in lieu of a hat, a wbito necktie on, 
and n long black dress coat, bo walked se- 
dately through tho street after tho officer, 
with head bent, reading Intently from the 
book. lie presented a strange sight, and 
many thought some clergyman had been ar- 
rested.

THE NEW POSTAL NOTES. 


To bo Heady by Sept. l--l>cscrlptlon 


of Them. 


NEW YonK, July 17.—Tho now postal 


notes for tho transmission of small sums of 
monoy aro now being prepared by the Homer 
Leo B;uik Stole company, in this city. They 
will bo ready for delivery about the first of 
September. 
The notes uro in shape nearly 


like bank notes. They aro printed in a 
bhmk form, spaces being left for tho names 
of tho post offices from which they aro sent 
and at which thuy are paid. 
On tho right 


haud side of each of the notes <iro three col- 
umns of llgures, one for tho dollars, contain- 
ing 
the figures 
from 
1 to 
4, the 


second for tho dimes 
from 
1 
to 0, 


and the 
third 
for 
tho 
cents 
from 


1 to 0. Tho postmaster wbo sells one of theso 
notes witl punch tho figures indicating tho 
amount for which tho noto will be received. 
For Instance, if a noto for 83.03 is wanted 
tho figures 8 In tho dollar column, 5 in tho 
dimes column and 2 in tho cents column will 
bo punched out. All counterfeiting or "rais- 
ing" is thus prevented. Tho notes may bo 
bought of any value from one cent to $4.00. 
A charge of throo cents will bo made in addi- 
tion tolho face valuo of the note. Tho great 
advantage possessed by tho postal notes over 
monoy orders Is that tho former aro transfer- 
able, so that it will not bo necessary for thoso 
who receive them to go iu person for tho 
monoy. They may bo used In payment of 
goods or for other purposes, but must bo 
presented for payment withiu a fow months 
or their collection will bo rnoro difficult. 


Storm A'otct). 


CHICAGO, July 17,—The wires are again 


laden with news of disastrous storms in the 
northwest. Points in Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Illinois woro sufferers, and tho crops and 
other farm property ns well as towns and 
villages sustained serious damages. 


A bail-stonn ot Pekin, 111., was speedily 


followed by a tornado, which crashed tho 
roof of the Peoria depot, blew two stories 
from the Bemls house, leveled a brick factory 
and clcanod the court house square of trees. 
Tho damage In tbo city is estimated at $50,- 
000, while' tho surrounding country suffered 
to twice that?amount 


During a storm at Fond du JJao, a section 


of ninety-two feet of an electric light tower 
oa Division street was blown over upon tho 
Kosenberg buildings.' A throe-hundred pound 
weight crasheoTdown to tho last coiling, 
•whoro it suspondod itself over tho head of a 
saloon-keeper engaged in cleaning a lamp. 


A oyqlono swept through Fort Atkinson, 


Wisconsin, ivreoking ono hundred buildings 
and iniuring six persons. Tho damage Is es- 
timated at '180,000.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


A Bursting Boiler In Glen's PaUa, 


Now York, Causes Death 


and' Wounds. 


•GLEN'S FALLS, N, Y., July 17.— A loud do- 


tcnation -was heard resembling tho explosion 
Of a large quantity of gunpowder, shaking 
buildings and breaking windows within tho 
radius of a mils. Clouds of steam and dust 
were seen rising in tho vicinity of tho Glen's 
Falls Paper Mill company's Works, at South 
Glen's Falls. A largo steam boiler exploded, 
and was torn from the mill and thrown 409 
feet. 


Tho following people in tho mill were 


wounded: 
Christopher Yattan, fireman, 


thrown a distance of thirty feet; Charles 
Miller, Charles Gowor, E. J. Dickinson, Tim- 
othy Buckley, Michael Buckley, Stephen 
Lynch, Leo Parks, Edward Sweeney, Patrick 
Sullivan, Charles Leo, Mrs. Nellio Sullivan. 
Some o£ tho wounded it is thought are fatally 
injured. 


Within fifteen minutes after the explosion 


tbo ruins took fire. Tho flames spread with 
jreat rapidity, destroying buildings wherein 
wero stored soda ash and fuel. 


Tho exploded boiler was one of three rotary 


pattern used for boiling straw, but had ro- 
:ently been used to make steam for engines. 
There were also two steam boilers in the 
room. It was supposed the boiler was strong 
enough. The loss is estimated at between 
*75,000 and 3100,000. Insured for one-half. 


A small brick building located forty feet 


from tho boiler-room was destroyed by con- 
cussion, 


LATER— At 10:30 o'clock Yattan n.ud Miller 


were dying. 


STEAMEB SUNK. 


MONTREAL, July 17.— Three hundred pas- 


sengers on a pleasure trip between Point 
Clairo and Beauharnais, on tho St. Lawrence, 
luid o narrow escape from being lost. They 
crossed over from Beauharnais In tho morn- 
ing to tho fashionable Poiut Clairo, and on 
returning in tho evening tho. pilot on tlieir 
steamer Beauharnais missod tho channel and 
ran her bows well up on a reef, creating 
great excitement and tciTOr among the ex- 
cursionists, 
chiefly women aud children. 


After 
tho 
excitement had 
somewhat 


calmed 
down 
tho 
vessel 
was backed 


into 
deep 
water. 
which 
began to 


flow into the front 
hold with 
fearful 


velocity. Tho captain retained his coolness, 
and ran the steamer ashore, but as sbo was 
gradually sinking on tho way, and the fires 
were going out from tho flood of water, a 
regular panic prevailed, while the vessel 
rolled violently from side to sldo. She at last 
sunk In eight feet of water. Her regular 
draft wos three and a half feet. Fortunately 
tho condition of the vessel coming in was 
noticed on ehoro, whon tho inhabitants of the 
village turned out in their canoes, and with 
tho aid of boats belonging to tho steamur 
every soul was saved, the captain being the 
lost man to depart from his post of duty. 


There Is said to bo no doubt that a. catas- 


trophe .like that at London a year ago would 
ha vo happened in this caso but for tho influenco 
tho captain hod ovortboso on board. Their es- 
cape ivas considered miraculous. Tho boat 
was fortunately rebuilt last winter, or she 
would have foundered instantly, as sho was a 
very old craft, .formerly employed as tug for 
towing raf ts on tho river.

A meditative horse 


litched b'etween the poles of a windlass 
iwaits with drooping ears and sleepy 
yes the call to labor. There is a stout 
and of twenty dusky Africans sleeping 
•a a grassy bank, each with a coil of 
let-work over his shoulder. A nervous 
Id salt, dry as a cask, a little clock in 
iis hand, is seen constantly entering 
and Demerging from ai rough board hut. 
iVitTiin tho hut is a little wheel, and a 
:ord doubled around the axle with a 
loat at one 'end and a weight at the 
ither, records the lifting tide. But not 
atisfiedwith this device the bronzed old 
Islicrman. watches anxiously a set of

When near tbe 
market they are allowed [to fill up with 
water—cattle will thus increase their live 
weight from 100 to 125 pounds, and hogs 
in proportion, and unless the buyer keeps 
a sharp look out for this "dosing" ot 
stock, ha is swindled to that extent. The 
trouble does-not end here. At times, 
when cattle and hogs have been over salt- 
ed, they often die soon after filling up 
with water, thereby entailing a total loss 
to whoever happens to |be in possession. 
Buyers frequently put in their contracts 
that stock must not bo allowed water for a 
certain number of hours previous to be- 
ing weighed or delivered. Within a few 
days past, a case was brought to our no- 
tice; one of our prominent 
dealers 


purchased » drove of thirteen head of fat 
cattle, and stipulated that they should 
not be watered during the day of deliv- 
ery. Tho cattle were driven to the city; 
but before reaching the yards, they were 
allowed, or some of them, to get to a 
pond of water; the day was hot, and sev- 
eral of the cattle wore injured, .one died 
immediately after being taken Jonfof the 
water, while several more stiffened up, 
and were deemed unfit for market. The 
buyer refused to put the remainder on 
the scales until the nestjday.
